DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest pulling a vacuum and measuring a mass flow rate 
subsequent to completing an evacuation. In Claim 1 , Applicant states, "sensing any 
continuing mass flow." In Claim 2, Applicant states, "Directing flow from the evacuated 
packaging." In Claim 3, Applicant states, "measuring mass flow rate from within the 
evacuated hermetically sealed packaging." In Claim 4, applicant states, "measuring 
mass flow rate from the evacuated hermetically sealed packaging." The Examiner 
interprets the italicized words to limit the measuring of the mass flow rate to after the 
evacuation of the package, which is essentially what Applicant argues is the defining 
feature of Applicant's invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
